Ham radio supports disasters 


A severe tropical storm in the Philippines and earth- 
quakes in Indonesia have seen radio amateurs providing 
emergency communications and other relief and recov- 
ery assistance. 

Philippines Amateur Radio Association (PARA) 
President, Dr Joey Panganiban, DU1BP, reports that a 
tropical storm named "Ondoy" hit the Philippines five 
days ago creating a tragic calamity with hams swinging 
into action to help. 

Joey, DU1BP, said, "We have mobilised our ama- 
teur radio clubs for the relief operations. The frequencies 
of 7.045 MHz have been used for general announce- 
ments while 2-metres FM is for our community opera- 
tions." 

The disaster has affected more than two million 
people and the death toll is headed for around 300. 

Joey, DU1BP, said, "All amateur and civic radio 
clubs are now on operation in Metro Manila under the 
guidance of the National Telecommunications Commis- 
sion and PARA." 

He said the PARA Secretariat has been designated 
to receive donations, soliciting donations both in kind 
and cash for the victims. 

Joey, DU1BP, said, "What the evacuees need is 
food that are ready to eat (those without much prepara- 
tion) such as canned goods, noodles, rice, bread, coffee, 
milk, Sugar, salt and water." 

"They also need medical attention and medica- 
tions needed for cough, colds, fever, diarrhoea and vitamins. These items will be 
repacked and given direct to the recipients, using community officials as contact 
points." 

Meantime a powerful earthquake rocked western Indonesia on Wednes- 
day, trapping thousands under collapsed buildings and triggering landslides. 

At least 75 people were killed on Sumatra Island after the 7.6 on the 
Ritcher scale earthquake strike. 

In a brief message just hours after that disaster from the Organisasi 
Amatir Radio Indonesia (ORARI), received by IARU Region 3 Disaster Communi- 
cations Committee Chairman, Jim Linton, VK3PC, it has been confirmed that 
hams are involved there too. 
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Wisnu Widjaja W1SNU/YBOAZ reports "We are active on the field now to 
support the emergency Communications in West & South Sumatera, Indonesia. 
Now, we are using 2-metres and 40-metre band." 

More information can be expected in coming days. However, no reports so 
far of amateur radio emergency communications in the Pacific as a tsunami hit 
Samoa leaving trail of death and destruction.

Centenary 


The Wireless Institute of Australia turns 100 next year making it the world’s old- 
est National Radio Society. 

WIA President Michael Owen, VK3KI, says he wants the worldwide ama- 
teur radio community to join in the celebration. 

In the October edition of the WIA’s Amateur Radio magazine, he an- 
nounces a program that includes a special call sign, VK1OOWIA, that will be op- 
erated next May by the WIA, and then many affiliated clubs around Australia for 
the next 5 months. 

A commemorative QSL card will be issued for contacts with VK1OOWIA be- 
tween May and October next year. 

A limited edition operating award, called the WIA Centenary Award is also 
to be available and two contacts with VK1OOWIA are required under its rules. 

A program of events will occur around the WIA’s annual meeting in the 
nation’s capital Canberra in May 2010, while radio clubs are planning events to 
promote the centenary of organised amateur radio in Australia. 

It all began in 1910 with a meeting of wireless pioneers in Sydney to pro- 
tect their interests and rights against what they considered to be harsh treat- 
ment by authorities and a high licence fee. 

The Wireless Institute of Australia has continued since then to protect and 
enhance the privileges of radio amateurs and to promote amateur radio. Details 
of the centenary program can be found on the WIA website www.wia.org.au 
(from 3 October).

These pirates should be relatively easy for 'local' DXers to find. They need 
to be specifically identified and pressure brought to bear on them to cease their 
deliberate and illegal activities. 

The ‘source’ that I mentioned above will continue to provide periodic re- 
ports like this, and I will continue to publish the locations of these irresponsible 
persons. I ask for those within the areas identified pay particular attention and 
use whatever means are available to them to put a stop to these activities. 

Your cooperation with the identification of these pirates will be appreciated 
by all of us."
